This attitude on the part of a collegiate faculty will probably 
horrify and send into cold chills the many so-called conservative 
college administrations throughout the country.

It 
seems to us that the attitude of the Carolina faculty is the correct 
one. Censorship is onerous to anyone, it kills a true reflection of 
student expression, and is doing the colleges of the very faculties 
that enforce it more harm than good. 

So long as student opinion stays within the bounds of personal 
liberty and does not overstep license, we see no peed for censorship.
